REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Mr. Masahiko Hirose's Declaration filed 9/12/2003 has been carefully considered. 
In the Table, comparative test results under the testing conditions of Ikeda are 
summarized, and the results show that when the hydrophilicity of the surt'ace of the 
membrane of the instantly claimed invention is improved, better NaCI rejection as well 
as better Flux are obtained over the Ikeda membrane. As such, the improvement by the 
"three-solution" treatment approach of the instant invention, which is able to produce 
more amide linkages and/or carboxylic groups for improved membrane performance, is 
unobvious over the Ikeda reference.
